Over the weekend, Abrams call­ 
ed for a strong federal agency to 
deal with all p hases of minority 
emp loyment.

He said the national rate of un­ 
emp loyment among Negroes since

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GOVERNMENT COMPETITION 
New York State wage earners and busi­ 
nessmen, tightening their belts during the 
current recession, are taking a licking from 
the same government they are pay ing tax es 
to support. 
Unde Sam is in outright competition 
with American private enterprise in thou­ 
sands 
of 
different 
businesses, 
ranging 
from bakeries and laundries to factories 
making ice cream, ey e glasses, rope, „ paint, 
cement and scores of other non-essential 
defense items. 
These enterprises aren’t making Uncle 
Sam rich or even helping to reduce tax es, 
because they are mostly losing money each 
y ear continuing on their merry way only 
because tax money is available to keep 
them in operation. 
The Task Force of the Second Hoover 
Commission found 
2,500 business-ty pe ac­ 
tivities in the Department of Defense alone. 
Other studies have discovered 19 ,7 7 1 gov­ 
ernment-operated businesses with assets of 
$12 billion and 260,000 employ es. 
The Hoover Commission recommenda­ 
tions call for a closing of at least 1,000 
needless business-ty pe establishments in the 
Department of Defense and a reversal of 
the trend of government competition in all 
areas. 
The bills now before Congress seek to 
remedy the situation. These bills set forth 
a definite declaration of Congressional pol­ 
icy against government encroachments in 
areas properly belonging to business. 
The recommendations of the bi-partisan 
Hoover Commission calling for an end to 
waste and inefficiency in government are 
especially important today when Americans 
must support a record budget for defense 
and for space supremacy . 


The federal government is fighting unem­ 
ploy ment in more way s than one. For ex ­ 
ample, in February Uncle Sam’s civilian 
employ es totaled 2,321,7 61, an increase of 
2,69 8 over J anuary . 


A former U. S. ambassador predicts Rus­ 
sian political leaders will soon have to 
decide how far education can lie allowed 
to progress in that country .

MURDEROUS YOUTH 


So the story goes that a New York City You th 
Board operative took Ramon Serra and two com­ 
panions for a ride. They ate hot dogs and drank 
soda pop and he indu ced them to play a game of 
softbail the next day. Then tfiey w ent to a candy 
store where, in the presence of the You th Board 
worker, Serra m u rdered Michael Ramos, a gang 
organizer. The social w orker commented: 
“I heard a lou d noise—a blast. It was so lou d 
that I pu t my hands u p to my cars.” 
Oh dear! W hat a sweet and lovely story! 
New York City and many other cities are dan­ 
gerou s places for living becau se for sentim ental 
reasons, the pu blic au thorities decline to treat 
crime as crime and criminals as criminals. Many 
social workers, do-gooders, even newspaper edi­ 
tors who shou ld know better, believe that crime 
can be pu t down by coddling criminals. Actu ally, 
w hat they mean is that as the Negro and Pu erto 
Rican popu lation is enormou s and in some areas 
of New York represents a majority, it is neither 
sou nd bu siness nor sou nd politics to make too 
mu ch noise abou t w hatever may be offensive to 
them, even mu rder. 
The You th Board, in New York City, as similar 
organizations are elsewhere, is a coddling organ­ 
ization, designed to achieve by sweetness and light 
w hat all hu man experience proves can only be 
accomplished by pu nishment. Even applying the 
social w orker’s slogan ‘‘The greatest good to the 
greatest nu m ber,” the gangs have become in­ 
tolerable. They not only m u rder individu als who 
have a legal and moral right to remain alive, bu t 
they produ ce conditions which close down parks 
at night, make streets dangerou s and cost the city 
money for additional policing. The you th gangs 
shou ld bo broken u p by bru te force. 
The You th Board in New York consists of 18 
respectable and bu sy citizens, few of whom have 
any time to devote to this activity having affairs 
of their own, and 10 pu blic officials each one of 
whom has a fu ll time job. So the task, as in all 
su ch m atters, goes down to the professional so­ 
cial workers who operate the enterprise according 
to the latest ideas of sociability based on the as­ 
su mption that hot dogs and soda pop will assu age 
the mu rderou s beasts who betray ou r civilization. 
The social w orker’s concept of life is environ­ 
mental and secu lar and assu mes that gangs can be 
diverted into sweet grou ps, playing checkers and 
handball, by kind words spoken to amoral boys 
and girls. Serra, for instance, is 20 years old; 
Ramos, whom he killed in cold blood in the candy 
store, was 17 years old; S erra’s girl friend, who 
fingered the m u rderer for the police, is 14 years 
old. Serra possessed an arsenal which cost con­ 
siderable money becau se the weapons had to be 
obtained from illegal places. 
Those are not babies. Sorra is a grown man. 
Bu t w hat abou t his girl friend? What do the 
newspapers mean when they call a girl of 14 a 
girl friend? W hat does the law say abou t respon­ 
sibility for the morals of those u nder age? When 
a child of 11 is ¡he girl friend of a man of 20, 
w hat is the legal and moral definition of the term 
girl friend? 
W hat does the You th Board do abou t defining 
su ch term s and su ch relationships? W hat do they 
do to protect su ch a child as this 14 year old girl 
from criminal associations? In this'c a se , there 
was another girl to whom Serra handed the m u r­ 
der weapon which she. threw into an ash can 
where the police fou nd it. W hat kind of a girl is 
this? Was she an accomplice? Was she a member 
of S erra’s gang or of a girl’s au xiliary gang? 
The gang problem in the big cities is becom­ 
ing u nmanageable becau se it is not being treated 
exclu sively as crime which it is. The gangs grow 
in nu m ber and size. They involve you ng people 
who engage in tru ancy, in school riots, in n ar­ 
cotics, in gang wars, in mu rders. Large cities have 
always had gangs, bu t nothing qu ite as viciou s as 
the gangs of ju veniles and you ths who pollu te ou r 
cities and who, u su ally, are produ cts of improper 
homes. This is strictly a police problem every­ 
where and it can be established that the soft in­ 
tervention of the social workers has only ag ­ 
gravated the situ ation.

Today’s hand is taken from 
Marshall Mile’s excellent new 
book, "How 'to Win at Dupli­ 
cate Bridge.” 
It illustrates one of the main 
differences between rubber and 
duplicate play. You, South, ar­ 
rive at a perfectly normal three 
no-frump contract and the four 
of hearts is opened. East wins 
with the king and returns the 
seven. vVest plays the deuce and 
you are in the lead. 
Obviously, 
West 
is waiting 
with three heart tricks if his 
side can get the lead and if you 
try to set up the diamonds you 
will be down one trick. You also 
note that if you can gather in 
four spade and four club tricks 
you can make your contract 
without bothering with the dia­ 
monds.

At rubber bridge you try both 
black suits. You need two finess­ 
es and a club break but all you 
are risking is an extra 50-point 
loss against a possible game. 
At duplicate you settle for 
down one. Everyone else will be 
in three no-trump and if you 
lose an extra trick you will wind 
up with a bad score. The odds 
against success in both suits are 
too much to warrant the gam­ 
ble for game.

Lleras Elected 
In Colombia; 33 
Killed in Attacks 


BOGOTA, Colombia lPI — Long 
split into bitter factions, most of 
Colombia’s v oters united to elect 
Alberto Lleras Camarg o president 
Sunday. Terrorist attacks pointed 
up his most pressing problem. 
Thirty-three 
persons, 
mostly 
peasants on their way to the polls, 
were 
killed 
by 
roving 
terrorist 
bands. They killed 25 in an attack 
on two truckloads of voters near 
Tolima, in central Colombia, and 
shot down others at Huila and 
Caueha, in the west. 
Tolima has long been the scene 
of bandit raids resulting from the 
bitter civil war that split the Lib­ 
erals and the Conservatives for 
years. 
The two parties finally united in 
1957 to throw out dictator Gustavo 
Rojas Pinilla and then ag ree on 
Lleras as a unity candidate under 
a political truce. The 52-year-old 
Liberal party leader had served 
as president in 1945-46. He is to 
be followed in the presidency by a 
Conservative in 1962. 
Jorg e Leyva, a Bog ota lawyer, 
challeng ed 
the 
truce 
and 
ran 
ag ainst Lleras with the backing of 
extrem e Conservatives. But he ad­ 
mitted his candidacy was only a 
token stand ag ainst form er Presi­ 
dent Laureano Gomez, the Con­ 
servative leader who threw most 
of his party behind Lleras. 
The 
first 
substantial 
returns 
showed Lleras leading by m arg ins 
running from 30-1 to 50-1. In Bo­ 
g ota a 50 per cent count g ave 
Lleras 280,000 votes to 18.000 for 
Leyva. 
Lleras is due to take over from 
the five-man m ilitary junta Aug . 
7. 
Lleras said improving economic 
conditions throug h U.S. aid would 
be his other m ajor task. 
An estim ated four million voted.
